The President's message transmitted 


to the Fifty-tkird congress on the 
opening of the short session December 
3, 1894, contained about 15,000 words. 


Regarding our foreign relations he 


refers to the appointment of a commis- 
sion to the Antwerp Industrial exposi- 
tion and expresses regret that Ameri- 
can exhibitors did not make a better 
showing. 
He has endeavored to im- 


press upon the Belgian government 
the needlessuess 
of restrictions on 


American beef and cattle. During the 
Brazilian civil war, the U. S. naval 
force at Rio Janeiro was strengthened 
to protect our shipping interests, but 
the firm attitude of neutrality by our 


the rights of naturalized 
American 


citizens continue. 


The message refers at some length 


to our participation in the tripartite 
government of Samoa as being in plain 
disregard of the principle of "no en- 
tangling alliances." 
-•• 


The message then treats of the re- 


ports of the heads of the different de- 
partments of the government, Of the 
the American Railway Union strike, 
the message says: "It is hardly neces- 
sary to recall the fact that in obedience 
to the commands of the constitution 
and the laws and for the purpose of 
protecting the property of the United 
States, aiding the process of Federal 
courts and removing lawless obstruc- 
tions to the performance, by the gov- 
ernment of its legitimate functions it 
became necessary in various localities 
during the year to employ a consder- 
able portion of the regular troops. 
The duty was discharged promptly, 
courageously, and with marked discre- 
tion by the officers and men, and the 
most gratifying proof was thus afford- 
ed that the army deserves that com- 
plete confidence in its efficiency and 
discipline which the country has at all 
times manifested. 


Referring to the affairs in the Indian 


Territory the message says: 
"The 


permanent solution of what is called 
the Indian problem is probably not to 
be expected at once, but meanwhile 
such ameliorations of present condi- 
tions as the existing system will admit 
of ought not to be neglected.

Regarding the Japan-China war, the 


President says: "A gratifying recogni- 
tion of the uniform impartiality of this 
country 'towards all foreign states was 
manifested by the coincident request 
of the Chinese and Japanese govern- 
ments that the agents of the United 
States should, within proper limits, 
afford protection to the subjects of the 
other during the suspension of diplo- 
matic relations, due to a state of war. 
This delicate office was accepted, and a 
misapprehension which gave rise to 
the belief that in affording this kindly 
unofficial protection our igents would 
exercise the same demands for admin- 
istrative reforms in Korea, but the un- 
happy precipitation of actual hostili- 
ties defeated this kindly purpose. De- 
ploring the destructive war between 
the two most powerful of the eastern 
nations, and anxions that our commer- 
cial interests in these countries may be 
preserved and that the safety of our cit- 
izens there shall not be jeopardized, I 
would not hesitate to heed any intima- 
tion that our friendly aid for the hon- 
orable termination of hostilities would 
be acceptable to both belligerents." 


Touching reference is made to the as- 


sassination 
of 
President Carnot, of 


France, and the close bonds of sympa- 


established for the territory with suf- 
ficient judges, and that this court 
should sit within the territory and 
have the same jurisdiction as to territor- 
ial affairs as is now vested in the feder- 
al courts sitting in Arkansas and Texas.

worthy veterans and a denial of their 
claims to the generosity of the govern- 
ment, suggests an unfortunate indiffer- 
ence to the commission of an}T offense 
which has for its motive the securing 
of a pension, and indicates a willingness 
to be blind to the existence of mean 
and treacherous crimes which play up- 
on demagogic fears and make sport of 
the patriotic impulses of a grateful peo- 
ple." 


The message concludes with a refer- 


ence to the tariff ac.t, passed at the 
last session of congress, as follows: "It 
needs important amendments if it is to 
be executed effectively and with cer- 
tainty. In addition to such necessary 
amendments as will not change rates 
of duty, I am still very decidedly in 
favor of putting coal and iron upon the 
free list. So far as the sugar* schedule 
is concerned, I would be glad, under 
existing aggravations, to see every par-

As 1 write today this brief memorial

his with chords of love—the father and 
mother, who cherished him; the young 
wife, whose widowhood came swiftly 
upon her young- motherhood, and the 
sweet boy, his father's counterpart, 
whose rosy lips were just learning to 
lisp the name of father—we bring our.

ence, Hon. James W. Newman paid a 
glowing tribute to the memory of a 
lately deceased brother, the news of 
whose death was received with genuine 
regret and sorrow all over the city— 
Wall Storck. The fact that the address 
was by Mr. Newman was in itself a 
sufficient guarantee that it would be 
something fine, but even those who 
were best acquainted with his ability 
as an orator must have been surprised 
at the eloquence of his tribute to the 
memory of Mr. Storck. It was un- 
questionably one of the finest efforts 
of the kind ever made in the city, and 
the speaker was the recipient of many 
congratulations at the close of the 
exercises, The address was as follows: 


BROTHER ELKS, AND LADIES AND GEN- 


TLEMEN-;—Friendship is the noblest trait 
that belongs to humanity.- It elevates, 
nurifies and strengthens the soul. It 
is a precious boon from Heaven. Pure 
friendship is more unselfish than love 
and occupies a higher plane. It has 
been well said that "where two faith- 
ful friends meet, God makes up the 
third." It is in- response to the call of 
friendship, as exemplified by the order 
to which we belong, that we are as- 
sembled here today. 


Far back in the middle ages prior to 


the invention of printing and before 
the manufacture of paper was known, 


written on sheepskin.' or parchment 
Upon that alone sacred and profane 
history was recorded. This parch-" 
ment was costly and sometimes diffi- 
cult to obtain. For this reason, what 
had .been already written was some- 
times erased from the sheet and upon 
it other legends were inscribed.

The past 
grows dim as time moves on; today 
dackens the yesterday ; and as new im- 
pressions are made upon the heart, the 
past is obscured and its persons and 
events drift back into the shadows of 
forgetfulness. 
Earlier scenes are ob- 


literated ; old friends are forgotten in 
the mad rush and whirl of the busy 
days. The noisy active present stamps 
out the silent past The feverish anx- 
iety, the doubts, the struggles, the 
triumphs or defeats of 
the hour, 


crowd upon us, and so engage our 
minds and hearts, that things that we 
loved and treasured, are no longer 
recalled and finally are swept to the 
far off shores of oblivion. 


But memory asserts itself—acting as 


the chemical upon the parchment. 
We 


step aside from the bustling throng— 
the noisy dust and the busy streets—we 
sweep away the impressions of the 
hour, and, looking backward into the 
past, we'behold the scenes of long ago; 
the familiar forms of friends'come 
trooping forth, and the strains of 
"Auld Lang Syne" well up in our 
hearts like a benediction. 


This first Sunday of December is a 


day that has become especially sacred 
to the Brotherhood of Elks. Upon this 
day, and upon such occasions, we apply 
the restoring chemical to our hearts, 
and bring back in vivid lines the names 
and memories of the loved and lost
